Then  ho  pas-os  from 
the  scene  of  Christ’s  heavenly  ac- 
tivity in  the  true  Tabernacle  to 
consider  the  New  Covenant  in 
which  he  is  the  only  priest  (verses 
7-13).  These  now  claim  our  atten-| 
tion. 

“Now  in  the  things  which  we 
are  sayiog  the  chief  point  is  this : 
Wo  have  such  a high  prieBt  who 
sat  down  at  the  right  hand  of  tbo 
throne  of  the  Majesty  in  the  heav- 
ens, a minister  of  the  saqctnary 
and  of  the  true  tabornacble  which 
the  Lord  pitchod,  not  man.  For 
every  high  priest  appointed  to  of 
fer  gifts  and  sacrifices:  wherefore 
it  is  necessary  that  this  high  priest 
also  have  somewhat  to  offer.  Now 
if  he  were  on  earth  those  who  of- 
fer tho  gifts  according  to  the  law, 
who  servo  that  which  is  a $opy  ol 
the  heavenly  thidgs,  even  as  Mo 
ses  is  warned  of  God  when  ho  was 
about  to  make  tho  tabernacle,  for, 
see,  saith  he,  that  thou  mdke  all

(verses  1 to  6,) 

1.  The  writer  begins  his  treat- 
ment by  calling  attention  to  the 
main  point  in  tbo  wbolo  discussion 
That  we  have  a high  priest  of  such 
rojal  dignity,  as  that  he  has  taken 
hix  seat  at  the  right  hand  of  the 
throne  of  the  majesty  in  the  heav- 
ens. The  idea  of  tho  High  Priest 
Kiag  is  made  prominent  by  the  ex- 
pression “'taken  his  seat,”  as  well 
as  by  “the  throne  in  tho  hoavens.” 
But  wo  must  not  entertain  tbe  sag 
gostion  of  inactivity  as  ss-oi  iated 
with  The  idea  of  “'taking  his  seat.’ 
The  expression  is  designed  to  cm 
phasise  “his  kingly  sovereignty. 
His  kingly  dignity  enters  ihto  bis 
sessiop  in  heaven  and  designates 
him  as  the  sovereign  of  this  king- 
dom in  which  ha  is  the  High  Priest 
and  which  has  been  brought  into 
being  by  virtue  of  his  sacrificial 
death.  Hence  ho  is  a “minister" 
of  tho  sanctuary,  and  of  the  true 
tabernacle  which  God  pitchejf,  and 
not  man.  The  word  “minister” 
designates  one  Who  renders  a ser- 
vice to  two  parties.  In  this  pas- 
sago  it  becomes  eminently  appro- 
priate, since  it  expresses  the  activ- 
ity  of  Christ  making  atonement  to 
God  for  men,  together  with  411  the 
services  involved  in  that  mysteri- 
ous transaction,  and  he  reveals 
God  to  men.  Therefore  in  his  glo- 
rified humanity  he  represents  man 


to  God,  and  in  his  divine  nature  he 
represents  God  to  men. 

2.  Bat  as  a High  Priest  Jesus 
Christ  must  have  somewhat  to  of- 
fer. “For  every  high  priest  is  ap- 
pointed to  offer  gifts  and  sacrifices; 
wherefore  it  id  necessary  that  this 
high  priest  hako  somewhat  to  offer 
Tho  offering  made  once  for  all  is 
loft  in  this  passage  indefinite.  But 
to  the  Hebrew  roaders  there  could 
bo  no  obscurity,  because  they  wore 
familiar  with  tho  nature  of  the  of- 
ferings which  the  Highpriest  must 
make  before  eptering  into  the  Ho- 
ly of  Holies.  This  snfficiant  offer- 
ing Christ  mado  when  he  offered 
himself  without  spot  unto  God  and- 
ontered  into  tho  heavenly  sanctua- 
ry through  hjs  own  blood.  On 
this  offering  his  priestly  inferces 
sions  are  based.  By  this  thought 
the  two  stumbling  bloc-bp  in  the 
way  of  the  believing  Iowa  were  ac 
counted  for,  i(  not  removed.  The 
one  a suffering  Messiah,  which  to 
them  was  repUgnant  and  contra 
voned  their  Qherished  traditions 
and  beliefs  ; the  othor  the  absence 
of  Jesns  Christ  from  among  his  peo- 
ple on  earth.  Such  an  absent  Mes- 
siah had  brought  a shock  to  their 
preconceptions  as  to  the  Character 
and  work  of  1 the  Anointed  One, 
whom  tho  Jows  had  so  constantly 
expected.

As  Christ's'  offering  comes  up 
again  we  pause  hero. 

3.  But  out  of  the  idea  of  the 
Highp:  iesti  “Minister,"  in  the 
Sanctuary,  thefe  comes  thq  thought 
of  tho  character  of  the  sanctuary. 
The  exalted  dignity  of  the  officiat- 
ing priest  demands  a sanctuary  in 
every  way  commensurate  with  its 
occupant.  This  leads  the  writor 
to  sketch  in  rapid  outline)  the  con- 
trast between  the  heavenly  saDctn- 
ary  with  the  earthly.  Besides  the 
infinite  superiority  of  Christ’s  sac- 
rificial offering  makes  it  eminently 
fitting  that  tho  Holy  of  Holies  into 
which  he  has  gained  an  entrance 
should  correspond  to  tho  dignity 
and  value  of  his  offering.  As  Jesus 
Christ  is  a Highpriest  he  has  made 
once  for  all  ak  offering  and  now 
ministers  in  a heavenly  sajnetoary. 
(1)  This  sanctuary  is  represented 
as  the  truo  tabernacle.  The  word 
“true”  is  singularly  expressive 
and  emphasises  tbe  idea  of  genu- 
ineness, not  a copy,  not  a type, 
not  a counterfeit.  The  tabernacle 
nnder  the  Old;  Disper  sation  was 
symbolic  and  represented,  in  sen. 
sible  form,  the  groat  truth  of  God's 
dwelling  with  . men.  It  was  not 
simply  the  cerftor  around  which 
Israel  gathered,  and  therefore  call- 
ed the  tent  of|  meeting  (see  Ex.

TTbo  idea  is 
that  of  fastening  together;  to  »et 
up.  Tho  erection  ofkho  tabernacle 
in  the  wilderness  was  tho  work  ot 
men,  though  done  aajeording  to  di- 
vine direction.  Thai  architect  was 
God  himself,  but  Moses  and  bis 
people  were  the  buifiiers.  It  was 
provisional  snd  symbolical,  to  be 
displaced  by  tho  lru<*|  of  which  God 
himself  is  the  arohito|t  and  builder. 

(3)  The  old  was  therefore  only 
an  imitation  oi  tho  tine  shows  to 
Moses  in  the  moifitit.  For  God 
said,  “See  that  th|>u  make  all 
things  according  til  tho  pattern 
shown  thee  in  tho  mount.  Of 
course  it  would  bo  & fruitless  at- 
tempt to  undertake  to  surmise  bow 
God  revealed  all  the  details  of  tbo 
earthly  tabernacle  to'iMoses.  Prob- 
ably by  vision,  Wfhy  D0^  ^ 
that  is  necessary  is  given  us.  The 
tabernaclo  in  tho  wilderness  was  a 
copy  of  tho  heavenly  one  shown  to 
Moses  in  tho  mount.  Again  the 
language  of  the  author  must  be 
looked  upon  as  highly  rhetorical 
rather  than  mildly  logical.  Wi 
must  not  entertain  tho  thought 
that  there  is  in  heaton  a real  tab- 
ernacle, a structure,  after  wbieb 
the  earthly  was  fornijdd.  Those  ar« 
only  designed  in  both  instances  to 
accommodate  our  ignorance  by  set- 
ting forth  moral  and  spiritual  truth 
by  such  tangiblo  forms.  There  i» 
great  force  and  beauty  in  tbe  fig- 
ure employed,  so  l|ng  as  we  re- 
member that  it  is  tfnly  » t'gnr#- 
The  spiritual  truth,  that  man  is  » 
sinner  and  cannot  come  into  ths 
presenoe  of  God  without  an  aton* 


ment  for  sin,  was  beautifully  set- 
forth In  the  veil  separating  the 
Holy  of  Holies  from  the  holy 
plaee.  Indeed,  the  structure  of  the 
earthly  tabernacle  in  all  its  ap- 
pointments and  services,  wereonly 
illustrations  of  grea^t  moral  usd 
spiritual  truths.  These  realities 
we  roust  remember,  have  been  set- 
forth whether  on  earth  or  in 
heaven  by  such  material  forms  as 
serve  to  convey  some  idea  to  the 
limited  conceptions  of  tho  finite 
mind.  Not  what  the  tabernacle 
was,  as  a structure,  hut  the  spirit- 
sal  realities  which  it  shadowed 
forth  is  to  govern  us  in  onr  thought 
of  tbe  hoavenly  tabernaolo  into 
which  Jesus  has  entered  and  min- 
isters in  onr  behalf.  But  there  is 
room  for  oaution  on  the  other  hand 
lest  in  our  efforts  to  avoid  ah  un- 
due materializing  of  the  heavenly 
tabernacle  w-e  ran  to  the  extreme 
ofethorializlngoutof  existence  the 
substantial  Being  of  the  exalted 
Son  of  Man.  We  must  not  permit 
ourselves  to  think  of  Jesns  Christ 
in  lift  human  aide  other  than  a real 
Being  in  localisod  form,  since  he 
is  ssch  in  his  resurrection  form  as 
wo  are  to  be  when  we  have  reached 
the  end  of  tbe  redemptive  process. 
“Far  when  he  shall  bo  manifest  we 
shall  be  like  him,  for  we  shall  see 
him  as  he  is.” 

Again  the  tabernacle  service 
prescribed  in  the  law  of  fleshly  el. 
ements  made  no  provision  for  such 
an  ocenpant  as  Jesus  has  been 
shown  to  be.  lie  could  not  and 
would  not  be  a priest  if  he  were  on 
this  earth.  “For  if  be  were  on 
earth  he  would  nof  bo  a priest  at 
all,  seeing  there  aro  those  who  of- 
ler  gifts  according  to  the  law,  who 
servo  that  which  is  a copy  and 
shadow  of  the  heavenly  things.” 
(vorse  5). 

1.  He  coaid  not  have  officiated 
as  priest  on  earth  in  view  of  the 
tact  that  the  law  was  raiante  in  its 
requirements  as  to  the-  tribe  from 
which  the  priest  was  to  be  chosen, 
the  ceremoniala  of  induction  into 
office,  and  tho  offerings  whioh  were 
t°  be  made.  Hie  Highpriestly 
character  tribal  relation,  tnanser 
of  entrance  into  his  office,  and  his 
sacrifices,  were  all  radical  depart- 
ares  from  tha  Levities]  require- 
ments. For  him  to  have  attempt- 
ed the  priestly  functions  would 
have  been  a palpable  violation  of 

foe  whole  system  of  the  Old  Econ- 
omy. 

2-  Again  the  priestly  services 
ot  tho  tabernaclo  were  purely  sym- 
bolic, figurative,  shadowy,  and  un- 
real. They  looked  forward  to 
something  belter  yet  to  come.  But 
Christ  in  bis  Highpriestly  charac- 
ter, ceremonial  and  sacrificial  aer- 
viee  were  real.  The  true  bad  come 


and  fo  have  appeared  under  the 
restrictions  and  eonditions  of  that 
which  was  imperfect  would  have 
been  p violont  incongruity.  The 
oondijiovs  of  humanity  made  it  im- 
passible for  Christ  to.  bo  a priest 
on  earth.  No  such  tabernacle  as 
his  character  and  sorvioe  required 
could  be  “pitobod”  upon  tho  oarth 
For  his  work  is  in  the  realm  of  tbo 
uaseen,  the  realm  of  the  spirit,  and 
any  material  adjuncts  or  environ- 
ments would  have  obscured,  if  they 
did  not  destroy,  tho  whole  purpose 
tor  wjhich  his  Highpriestly  office 
has  been  inaugurated. 

TbSre  is  afforded  therefore,  in 
the  above  language,  a most  strik- 
ing contrast  between  the  taberna- 
clo on  earth  and  that  in  the  he&v. 
ens.  So  imperfoct  was  that  one  en 
earth,  that  Jesus  Ohriat  in  it  as  a 
Highpriest  would  have  boon  reduc- 
ed to  a nonentity. 

4.  The  writer  continues  his 
contrast,  but  with  an  abated  om. 
phasis  upon  tbe  imperfections  of 
the  old  tabernacle  service,  with  a 
view  to  emphasizing  all  tho  more 
the  matchless  service  which  Jesus 
Christ  is  rendering  in  the  heaven- 
ly  one  as  mediator  of  a better  cov. 
enant,  enacted  upon  better  prom- 
ises.  “But  now  he  hath  obtained 
a ministry  the  more  excellent,  by 
how  mneh  be  is  tbe  mediator  of  a 
better  covenant,  which  hath  been 
enacted  upon  better  premises.” 
(Verse  9.) 

Tha  superiority  of  Christ’s 
priestly  administration  made  it  im- 
possible for  him  to  be  a priost  in 
the  earthly  sanctuary.  If  his 
priestly  work  was  to  be  realized 
he  mast  be  provided  with  a sanctu- 
ary, comparable  in  its  appoietmenls 
with  (be  character  of  tbe  ministra- 
tions of  bier  Higbpriestbood.  But 
this  sanctuary  could  only  be  estab 
lished  under  another  covenant, 
which  Insured  promises  of  a more 
genuine  character  than  those  of  the 
old  covenant.  The  covenant  be- 
longing to  the  New  Order  of  which 
bo  was  the  mediator,  provided  a 
sanctsary  in  tbe  heavens,  in  which 
he  ministers.  This  New  Covenant 
displaces  ftie  old,  and  of  course  all 
the  priestly  ministrations,  and  the 
saDCtBary  itself  passed  away. 

Tbere  is  bat  one  Highpriest  in 
the  uttiverse  that  are  involved  in  it 
all. 

TbSre  is  therefore  bnt  one  High, 
priest)  in  the  universe — Jesus 
Christ,  who  has  been  made  higher 
than  the  heavens.  Tbere  is  bnt  one 
Sanctpary,  one  Holy  of  Holies, 
that  is  the  heavenly  into  whioh  Je- 
sus has  entered  through  his  own 
blood.  There  is  but  one  successor 
to  the  whole  system  ot  priesthood 
in  the!  Jewish  Economy.  That  ia 
Jesus  himseH.  The  efforts  of  men 


and  of  systems  to  invest  the  New 
Tostamont  ministry  with  priestly 
prerogatives,  is  a flagrant  violatiop 
of  the  express  teachings  of  thp 
Word  of  God,  and  disparages  this 
superiority  of  the  Christian  over 
tbe  Jewish  Economy.  There  can- 
not be  an  earthly  priest  now. 
There  nevor  was  one,  except,  in 
typo  in  shadow.  There  is  no  place 
for  ono  except  in  an  imperfect, 
provisional  system.  Every  effort 
to  clothe  any  man  with  Highpriest- 
ly prerogatives,  is  a lapse  back 
from  the  real  to  the  unreal,  from 
tho  truo  to  the  false,  from  light  to 
to  darkness,  from  life  to  death, 
from  bumble  trust  in  the  all  suffi- 
ciency  of  Christ’s  Highpriestly 
work  to  tho  arrogant  assumption 
of  ignorance,  superstition,  and 
earthly  and  idolatrous  ambition. 

The  ground  of  the  superiority  of 
Christ’s  Highpriestly  service  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  be  is  the  Me- 
diator of  a bettor  covenant.  Tbere 
enters  into  the  very  idea  of  a cove- 
nant,  the  necessity  for  a mediator, 
some  one  standing  between  God 
and  man,  bringing  them  into  fel- 
lowship. Christ  hero  is  the  Medi- 
ator, bringing  into  effect  the  New 
Covenant.  As  Moses  was  the  Me- 
diator of  the  Law,  so  Christ  in  his 
superiority  to  both  Moses  and  Aa- 
ron,  is  the  mediator  of  the  New 
Law. — (James  1:25). 

The  superiority  of  the  New  Cov- 
enant  arises  from  tho  bettor  prom- 
ises upon  which  it  is  cnaoted. 

The  promises  were  made  tbrongh 
tho  prophots  of  the  Old  Dispensa- 
tion. Theso  promises  insure  for- 
giveness and  such  an  inward  oper- 
ation of  divine  grace  in  the  heart 
as  that  which  under  the  old  was  cer- 
emonial and  figurative,  becomes 
genuine  and  effeotive  in  the  heart 
of  man.  A spiritual  ministrant  in 
the  heavenly  sanctuary  bringing 
to  tho  people  a real  deliverance, 
and  helping  them  in  a real  servioe. 

What  Is  Fame? 


Baptists  are  of  the  opinion  that 
they  have  made  a “start” — even  “a 
good  beginning,”  in  the  way  of 
evangelistic  work  among  the  peo- 
ple of  Caba,  that  delightfnl  gem  of 
tbe  ocean.

brought  them  into  the  light^  and 
liberty  of  God’s  dear  children  and 
gathered  them  into  independent

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ground  of  that  truth  which  is  to 
redeem  that  whole  people  from  a 
like  bandage. 

Then  there  is  that  corps  of  help- 
ers whom  he  gathered jxtbont  him- 
self, who  did  suqh  splendid  work 
outside  of  and  around  Havana, 
with  Mosley  at  Santa  Diago  and 
O’Haleran  and  others  at  other  im- 
portant points,  With  already  hun- 
dreds of  followers  of  the  Christ 
who,  with  these  hosts  of  the  Lord 
are  leading  on  tb  other  victories. 

Then  add  to  this  all  of  the 
dhurch  property  and  other  impor- 
tant real  estate  valued  at  near  or 
over  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, no  mean  holding  for  ao  short 
a time.  But  whalt  is  real  progress 
os  churchly  fame  when  seen 
through  the  glasses  of  an  exalted 
peripatetic  ecclesiastic  ? Lately 
one  of  these  freaks  ot  fortune  of  a 
distorted  churchanily  visited  the 
Island  and  seerao  1 to  see  nothing 
bat  a vast  vaenura  that  coild  ho 
filled  with  nothing  bnt  the  high 
add  mighty  system  of  his  Method- 
ism- True,  there  were  “a  Jew 
Baptists  there  wiith  church  prop- 
erty that  oost  perhaps  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars  but  of  little  value 
now,  and  who  wiere  worshiping,” 
hs  thought,  “in  ,an  old  theater.” 
Wellj  well ! “How  we  big  apples 
dd  swim.”  Sach  is  human  and 
earthly  glory,  but,  “thanks  be  unto 
God  who  giveth  ns  the  victory 

through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."

as  teacher  or  pupil.  But  it  dooa 
not  propose  to  organise  nc* 
schools,  that  is  left  qqtiroly  to  the 
denominational  workers  ; ot  course 
if  one  of  these  workffs  should  no 
into  a neighborhood  where  there 
was  no  school  he  wriujld  try  to  get 
one  organised,  but  he  would  leave 
the  character  of  theNhool  entirely 
to  the  selection  of  ttymo  wh  j com- 
pose it.  The  teaching  of  tho  Con 
vention  is  that  evoryjoharch  should 
have  a Suuday-Sc|lol,  and  the 
Sunday  School  shoaHl  bo  loyal  to 
the  church  to  which  it  is  attached.

akin  ; that  is,  there  were  perfect 
human  organisms  hut  one  impor- 
tant thing  was  laoking  if  these  dry 
hones  were  to  livo.

: exceeding  great  army.” 

Verses  11:14.  The  explanation 
I of  the  vision.  Tbo  prophet  is  told 
plainly  that  all  this  represents  the 
I restoration  of  the  whole  bonne  of 
Israel.  As  long  as  Jerusalem  and 
the  temple  stood  tbo  Jews  had  some 
hope  that  they  were  not  forsaken, 
but  now  despair  had  settled  over 
I them.  They  acknowledged  that 
j hope  was  gone,  and  that,  as  for 
I >beir  part,  they  had  been  cut  off  as 
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obj-ds  and  Work  of  th?  Conven- 
tion— The  molto  of  this  jhody  of 
Christian  workers  is  “Organiza- 
tion for  Evangelization,”"  and  its 
best  energies  and  time  is  devoted 
to  the  accomplishment  of  this  pur- 
pose. Thore  is  no  department  ot 
Christian  wor^t  which  ik  doing 
more  to  evangelize  the  world  than 
the  Sunday  Schpol.  It  begins  with 
the  young  and  trains  the  children 
for  Christ.  1 4k  work  includes 
Christian  education  and  home  mis- 
sions; it  is  the  great  recruiting 
agency  for  th^  church  ojf  Christ, 
and  any  organization  which  ele- 
vates the  standard  ot  this  work  and 
increases  its  efficiency  is  promot 
ing  the  great  work  of  converting 
the  world  to  Christ.  If  I were  re 
qoired  to  select  one  word  which 
should  oraborfy  my  idea  of  the 
purpose  of  thiaoonventioik,  I would 
say  “Better  ;f  Better  Methods, 
Better  Teachers,  Better  Superin 
tendents.  Better  Schools,  and  in 
that  way  do  Better  Work.  Like 
the  great  Apostle  these  workers, 
“loigetting  those  tbipgs  that  are 
behind,  press  forward  to  those 
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be  would  open  their  graves  and 
bring  them  out.  He  would  put 
bis  spirit  into  Ibem  and  bring  them 
into  their  own  land — all  pointing 
to  the  time  when  they  would  return 
to  their  own  land  with  a new  rela- 
tion to  God.  They  would  then 
know  that  it  was  Jehovah  who  had 
done  all  this,  and  not  they  them- 
selves. The  vision  in  its  applica- 
tion somewhat  changes  its  form, 
pointing  not  only  to  making  the 
dead  alive,  but  to  a resurrection 
from  out  the  grave.

Our  necessities 
may  be  tery  urgent  for  that  time. 
But  rest  assured  that  tho  money 
spent  will  be  well  spent,  and  the 
work  dope  will  be  good  work,  help- 
ful to  thp  denomination  and  to  tbo 
cause  of  Christ  for  many  years  to 
come.

Southern  Editors  Talk. 

At.  the  Southern  Baptist  Press 
Association’s  recent  meeting  in 
New  Orleans,  Major  Harr’s,  ot  the 
Alabama  Baptist,  said  : “The  Bap 
iists  of  Alabama  made  mo  believe 
they  would  doable  my  list  if  I 
would  come  down  from  $2  to  $1.50 


a year.  I did  this,  and  I never 
mado  a greater  mistake.  How  to 
get  back  to  $2  per  annum  I do  not 
see,  and  yet  the  reduction  has  not 
added  a hundred  names  to  my  list. 
What  to  do  when  once  you  have 
made  a redaction  is  a most  per- 
plexing business.” 

Rev,  E.  E.  Folk,  of  the  Baptist 
and  RefUdor : “I  have  been  an  ed- 
itor ten  years,  and  the  baoe  of  my 
life  hps  been  the  credit  system. 
Those  who  owo  me  require  the 
credit  aystem  and  those  I owe  de- 
mand the  cash  system.  It’s  awful. 
Nothisg  is  any  cheaper  than  a 
Baptisf  weekly,  and  yet  we  all 
have  to  submit  to  this  kind  of 
treatment.” 

Rev.  I.  T.  Tichenor,  D.  D.:  “A 
Baptist  paper  makes  a mistake  in 
suppoiing  that  it  can  increase  its 
list  of  readers  by  reduding  its 
price.  The  man  wbo  will  not  pay 
$2  will  not  pay  $1.50,  or  even  $1.” 

Rev.  W.  A.  Clark,  D.  D.,  of  the 
Arkansas  Baptist  : “I. too,  dropped 

from  $2  a year,  and  I have  suffered 
more  than  Bro.  Harris  baa.  The 
redaction  did  not  bring  me  fifty 
new  names.  To  say  that  the  aver- 
age Baptist  can’t  pay  $2  n year  is 
a snare  and  delusion.  I came 
down  to  $1.50,  and  I am  not  able 
to  get  back  to-  $2.  It’s  a bareiace 
excuse,  when  u man  says  ho  can’t 
pay  $2  for  hie  paper.” 

RoV.  I.  JV  Van  Ness,  of  the 
Christian  I*de%:  “At  least  30  por 
cent.  Of  all  our  earnings  are  lost 
by  the  credit  system,  and  yet  the 
power  of  cash  is  greater  than  the 
power  of  the  pen.  What,  oan  we 
do  tf  (we  do  not  arouse  our  people 
to  pay  what  they  owe  us,  and  to 
do  it  promptly  ?” 

Rev.  J.  B.  Searcy,  of  The  Bap- 
tist fjackson,  Miss.):  “A  Baptist 
papet}  must  be  run  on  business 
principles.  We  must  havo  a mar- 
gin <Or  making  more  than  we  spend 
on  it;  If  tho  paper  costs  you  in 
tho  neighborhood  of  $2  and  you 
sell  4 at  $1.50,  in  a little  while  the 
whole  concern  goes  to  the  dogs. 
Our  people  must  be  willing  to  pay 
the  price  of  tbo  paper,  and  to  do  it 
promptly,  R*  Christian  men  pay- 
other  debts.  Our  president,  Dr. 
Dickinson,  has  been  10  the  busi- 
ness |ong-*r  than  any  one  of  ns.  I 
hope  he  will  give  us  the  benefited 
his  experience.” 

Responding  to  this  friendly  ex- 
hortation, the  president  said  some 
of  the  following  things,  and  would 
have:  said  others,  it  there  had 
been  dime : 

“First  of  *4,  in  the  matter  of  re- 
ducing the  price  of  paper,  I cut  my 
wisdpm  teeth  many  years  ago. 
The  price  of  the  Religion?  Herald 
had  been  redaced  to  $2.60  a year. 
Hundreds  of  our  friends  said  that 


they  were  hindered  from  securing 
subscribers  by  that  awkward  sixty 
cents.  We  were  told  that  the  peo- 
ple wore  thronging  to  subscribe  as 
soon  as  this  uncomely  excrescence  1 
was  knocked  oil  ot  the  yearly  sub- 
scription prioe.  Very  well : we 
took  off  the  sixty  cents  That 
meant  a redaction  in  yearly  in- 
come  of  something  like  $6,000. 
How  many  wore  added  as  tho  re-  ( 
suit  of  this  reduction  ? The  busi- 
ness department  reported  that  it 
could  not  find  fifty. 

“Next,  as  to  the  cash  system. 
This  is  a most  perplexing  matter. 
Every  one  of  us  knows  that  if  we 
were  to  put  the  cash  system  into 
force  rigidly  and  honestly,  it 
would  play  havoc  with  our  mail- 
ing list.  It  would  make  it  impos- 
sible lor  us  to  secure  advertising, 
because  our  bona  fide  circulation 
would  be  so  disastrously  affected. 
Besides,  our  subscribers  have  been 
accustomed  from  time  immemorial 
to  treat  the  religious  weekly  prctly 
much  us  they  please.  It  is  bard  to 
got  them  to  unlearn  the  lesson  we 
tin ve  been  diligently  teaching  them, 
through  the  years.  Moreover^ 
mu<-y  of  the  best  people  in  the  land 
cannot  always  pay  na«h  for  wbat 
1I11-V  need  and  ought  to  have. 
Even  editor*  have  tnmoiimqp  been 
Milj  ciisl  to  iiinitalkins  of  this 
sort.  On  the  whole,  no  hard-and- 
fast  rule  can  be  formulated.  At 
any  rate,  I frankly  confess  I do  not 
know  how  to  formulate  one.  We 
shall  have  to  content  ourselves 
with  doing  the  best  we  oan,  and 
then  with  the  thought,  which  my 
former  distinguished  associate,  Dr. 
Jeter,  used  often  to  repeat,  quizai- 
eally — that  wo  shall  all,  editors  as 
well  as  other  people,  ‘live  until  we 
die.’  ” — R-hjtous  Herald.

Jacob’*  life  wa*  not  *hort  aa  com- 
pared with  the  brevity  of  the  men 
of  the  present  time*,  it  was  nearly 
twice  a*  long.  H-e  wa*  at  this  time 
one  hundred  and  thirty  year*  old. 

In  reviewing  our  past  life,  it  i* 
surprising  how  brief  it  appears ; 
we  hear  an  oltj  man  of  today  aay, 
it  appears  as  if  it  was  but  yester- 
day when  I wa*  a child  at  heme, 
or  a boy  at  sohool. 

Ah  ! time  paeees  swiftly,  and  the 
moments,  the  hours,  and  the  y'ears 
fleet  by,  and  ere  we  are  aware  of 
it,  we  find  the  frost  of  many  win- 
ters crowniDg  our  head, — years 
seem  but  days ; and  as  we  look 
baek  and  view  the  many  sad  mis- 
takes of  life,  realizing  that  we  can 
never  recall  them — we  ate  prone 
to  exclaim,  as  did  Jacob,  “Few  and 
evil  have  the  days  of  my  life 
been.’’  Jacob  said  not  Only  that 
bis  days  bad  been  few,  “but  evil" 
— this  must  seem  strange  to  most 
thinking  minds,  when  we  after  a 
careful  study  of  his  history,  arc 
brought  to  realise  that  hi*  life  was 
far  pleasanter  than  the  majority 
of  the  human'  race. 

He  possessed  great  wealth,  and 
within  his  own  circle,  far  greater 
power  than  a king,  and  those  over 
whom  he  possessed  this  power 
obeyed  through  love  rather  than 
fear,  and  in  addition  we  know  be 
received  special  manifestatios  of 
heavenly  mercy. 

Yet  with  all  this,  be  learned 
what  we  have  learned,  that  ip  the 
retrospect, 


Retrospect  of  Life 
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“The  days  of  the  years  of  my 
pilg^mage  are  an  hundred  and 
thirty  years ; few  and  evil  have 
the  days  of  the  years  of  my  life 
been.” — Gen.  47:9. 

In  taking  a retrospective  view  of 
life,  how  forcible  are  the  truths  of 
these  expressions  of  this  grand  old 
Patriarch,  impressed  upon  us. 

We  think  of  the  follies  of  our 
youth,  the  errors  and  sins  of  our 
manhood,  and  the  weaknoss  and 
frailties  of  our  old  age. 

These  words  spoken  by  Jacob  to 
Pharaoh,  are  a wail  over  his  past 
life,  wrung  from  a broken  and  eon. 
trite  heart ; a heart  which  in  sweet 
humility  and  affection,  had  given 
up  the  vanities  of  life,  and  was  at 
this  time  leaning  trustfully  on  God 
patiently  enduring,  calmly  await- 
ing God’s  will. 

To  me,  there  is  something  sad, 
yet  sweet,  in  the  expressions  used. 
Sad  in  the  acknowledgement  that 
humanity  is  prone  to  evil  ; sad  in 
the  acknowledgement  that  the  ex- 
perience and  wisdom  ef  age  does 
not  outgrow  the  follies  and  sins  of 
youth;  sad 
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the  old  Patriarch,  mere  is  suggest- 
ed the  idea  of  a boiler  existence,  a 
future  state  of  bappiiness. 

Just  as  iu  youth  we  eagerly  look 
forward  to  happiness  and  content, 
so  in  old  age  we  lopk  forward  to* 
blessed  immortality. 

Underlying  this  wail  of  Jacob’s, 
there  was  an  inapreaaion  of  a lW# 
settled,  long  and!  blessed.  This 
impression  must  have  been  tb* 
standard  by  whtieti  be  measured 
the  ever  changing,;  baief,  and  un- 
blessed passed. 

Truly  a belief  iifa  future  life,  a 
belief  in  a blessed  . immortality,  is 
the  only,  and  absolutely  necessary 
thing  to  reconcile  ns  to  the  pres- 
ent. 

In  conolusion,  let  us  take  these 
words  of  Jaoob  and  apply  them 
unto  ourselves.  L«t  us  take  a re- 
trospective view  of;  our  just  exist- 
ence, and  let  that  retrospeet 
strengthen  our  faifh  in  a life  to 
come,  aud  stimulate  our  efforts  in 
preparation  for  it,  that  we  may 
keep  that  unity  with  God,  wbieh 
shall  insure  our  saltation.

In  the  July  “Lippincott’e,"  Sara 
Y.  Stevenson  writes  in  an  interest- 
ing way  of  a woman’s  chances  in 
the  struggle  for  existence : 

“The  increase  in  the  number  of 
self-supporting  women,  especially 
noticeable  in  our  large  middle 
class,  is  creating  a new  problem, 
the  economic  as  well  as  the  moral 
significance  of  which  is  interesting: 
It  women  become  men’s  intellect- 
ual equals  whilst  retaining  their 
moral  superiority,  a serious  com- 
petition must  be  established,  in 
which  the  non-smoking,  non-drink- 
ing, and  generally  more  orderly 
employee  must  survive  as  the  fit- 
test in  the  struggle  for  existence. 

“On  the  whole,  however,  the 
close  contact  in  which  men  and 
women  are  brought  through  edu- 
cation and  co-exertion  is  benoficial 
to  both.  It  adds  to  woman’s 
strength,  clearness  of  judgment 
and  business  capacity,  whilst  by  in- 
creasing his  respect  for  woman’s 
understanding  it  tends  to  raise 
man’s  moral  standing  to  a level 
near  her  own.
